PRESERVATION OF FORESTS. 



An Important Statement Kmm the Soc ro- 
tary of Agrtraltoro. 

"I do not know any subject morn im- 
portant than the subject of forestry and 
the preservation of tree life," seid Mr. 
Morton, the secretary of agriculture, to 
a Boston Herald correspondent. "I 
think that it shonld be taught in all 
the schools. Forests are an ahsoluta ne- 
cessity for the maintenance Vf human 
life. The whole animal kingdom would 
perish from the earth if plant life and 
growth were intermitted for a siugle 
summer. The assaults on the forests of 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota — 
states which furnish oue third the totnl 
lumber product of the Union — are shown 
by the riven t census investigation* lobe 
in the nntnre of organised ext«u initia- 
tion. The oensus bulletin which I read 
some time ago stated that at the present 
rate of consumption by the lumber mills 
of those three states the quantity of 
timber owned by them would not last 
more than fonr or five years. This is a 
most serious, u moat vital matter 

"Wo must preserve the forests if we 
are to avoid the long drunght, the drench- 
ing and disoatrnus floods and the torna- 
do and the cyclone. Only 10 per cent of 
the globe's surface is covered now with 
forests. Twenty five per cent of Enrope 
is so covered Russia has 436,000,000 
acre* of fore*t ; the United States, 466.- 
000,000 acres ; Brazil, 136,000,000 acrca. 
There are only 1 ,308,000,000 acres of 
forests in the world. The forests of Rus- 
sia are steadily diminishing with the in- 
crease of population, and |*rtioularly 
with tho emancipation of the serfs. 
Russia is clearing 7,000.000 acre* year- 
ly. The czar alone ha* 27,000 wood |«»- 
lie® in the crown forests who cut 150 
fagots, or 1 '■ j tons of wood, mostly Are- 
wood, daily The average per police- 
man yearly is valued at (210 

"France gets a part of her wood sup- 
ply frotu Germany France has increased 
her own forests in the la*t 40 yoare 
steadily. Nho has 7,000,000 acres more 
now than she had in 1*4$. In that inter- 
val 0,000,000 acres of waste nx.untain 
lands have been planted. The govern- 
ment of France has planted largely in 
Algeria. In Gormany the reproduction 
of the forests is studied as a science. 
There are forest academies there for the 
education of forest managers. Eventual- 
ly there must be more attention given 
to forest culture in the United Btates. " 
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"Oh, it puts me ont of patience!"
